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Applicant hereby petitions the Commissioner to accept that a complete set of application 
papers, including pages, 5, 1 1 and 15 of the specification was in fact deposited in the United 
States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) on January 22, 2002. 

The last communication received from the USPTO was a NOTICE OF OMITTED 
ITEMS(S) IN A NONPROVISIONAL APPLICATION dated March 8, 2002. A copy of this 
Notice is attached hereto ("A"). The Notice indicates that pages 5, 1 1 and 15 were not received. 

On November 28, 2001, the undersigned sent the application and declaration to the 
inventor for his review and signature ("B"). 

The inventor received and signed the papers on December 2, 2001 ("C"). 

On December 1 5, 200 1 , after the signed papers had been received, the undersigned 
prepared a check for the filing fee ("D") and a postcard dated December 15. 2001, and itemized 
thereon the papers as mailed to the USPTO: 
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" 1 . 18 page patent application 

2. declaration 

3. check for $370.00 " ("E"). 

The return receipt postcard, indicating receipt of the above indicates a date a date of 
receipt of "1/22/02." 

The receipt date as noted on the postcard appeared untimely considering the mailing date 
of the papers more than a month earlier and this was commented on to the client. 

An official Filing Receipt Confirmation No. 9169 was received and this as in the case of 
Notice of Omitted Items . . . , is dated March 8, 2002 ("F").and indicates a filing date of January 
22, 2002. 

When the apphcation papers were mailed to the client and again when mailed to the 
USPTO, they were checked and were complete. 

The file copy in the undersigned's office is also complete. A copy of the record 
maintained is enclosed ("G"). It is this 18 page document, plus declaration whose receipt is 
acknowledged on the Return Receipt Postcard. The location of the application during the period 
fi-om its mailing until its stamped receipt date is not known but as set forth may have something 
to do with the Post Office having to cope with the Anthrax scares. 

It is submitted from the attached showings that a complete application including pages 5, 
1 1 and 15 were forwarded to the USPTO. 

The substitute copy of the application is an exact duplication of the papers mailed. 



The application is entitled to its accorded filing date if not to an earlier date consonant 
with its mailing to the USPTO.
